MAINTENANCE MAN OF 
FIRE DEPARTMENT IS 
GUARDIAN OF SAFETY 


There is more to fire fighting 
than meets the eye. 
To the average spectator the fire 


engines rush to the scene of the 


blaze, the firemen swing into action 
and the fire is soon under control. 


But behind the scenes every time a 
fire alarm rings and each time t 
big red trucks roll there stands t 
maintenance man whose duty it is 
to see that all phases of the depart- 
ment continue to function smoothly. 

A staccato tapping in the fire 
house means a wire connecting one 
of the 48 alarm boxes serving Al- 
bany is broken, The break may 
come at the height of a storm or in 
the cold bleak hours of early morn- 
ing. But regardless of weather or 
time the maintenance man is called 
out and with the aid of a milli-am- 
meter goes from pole to pole check- 
ing the boxes until he finds the 
break. 

There can be no delay in the 
work of the maintenance man. He 
cannot wait until the weather is 
better or the day warmer. Every 
minute a fire box is out of order

means a home and lives are in 


danger. On his shoulders lies the 
responsibility of the entire alarm 
system. 

This system is made up of a net- 
work of 155,200 feet (a total of 29 
miles) of wire to compose two cir- 
cuits. The maintenance man must 
check the entire system daily and 
once a must check each 
alarm box, In addition to his emer- 
gency duties he installs new boxes 
or replaces worn or faulty wires. 
He makes periodical inspections of 
water hydrants to see that the caps 
and valves allow free access to the

water supply. 

Not orly must he serve as main- 
tenance man but must also respond 
to fire calls and work with the de- 
partment at the scene of a fire. So 
he is a regular member of the force 
sharing their hazards as well as as- 
suring their protection with effic- 
iently working equipment. For these 
reasons a proposition has been plac- 
ed upon the April 12 election ballot 
asking the voters of Albany to 
grant the fire department mainten= 
ance man the same civil service
